that the child of today must have had 
at the time of Alfred the Great 870,- 
.672.000,000 ancestors and at that of 
William the Conqueror 8,698,094,592. 
This is a simple matter of arithmetical 
calculation. Every child has tvo par- 
ents, four grandparents, ond so on, the 
number doubling with each generation 
in the ascending line. Bnt, to take the 
later period of William the Conqueror, 
we know very well that there was no 
such number of people «n earth at tLat 
or any ether time as 8,500,000,000, At 
this point, therefore, onr arithmetic 
appears to break down. It is only by 
the repetition of these ancestors many 
times that we can escape the force of 
the calculation. From these data Dr. 
Jordan infers that "tbe blood of each 
single person io Alfred's time who left 
capable descendants enduring to our 
day is represented in each family of 
strict English descent In other words, 
every Englishman is descended from 
Alfred the Great, m very likely also 
from the peasant woman whose cakes 
Alfred is reputed to have bnrcrd. 
This gives us a somewhat modest idea 
of the value of descent from Alfred the 
Great or William the Conqueror.—

The mechanism of tha'' upper 
eat" is a* follows, beiag generally deliv- 
ered with th« right arm: Tbe limb being 
flexed (bent at the elbow), with the hips 
and knee« slightly bent, tbe hips and 
knees are rapidly straightened, wbila the 
body is carried forward by the contraction 
of tbe muscle* on the front of tha thigh 
and knee joint At the same time the flexed 
arm is carried forward and upward. If 
the opponent has been able tc recover par- 
tially and move tbe trunk and head back, 
he may be so far away that the arm is al- 
most straight when the blow is struck, in 
which ease the triceps, the front fibers oi 
the deltoid and the upper fibers of the pee- 
toralis major furnish the motive power, 
the triceps straightening the arm au«! 
other muscles carrying the upper arm and 
shoulder forward. 


But the opponent may be so close that 
the blow is delivered white the arm is still 
bent at the elbow—sometime* almost at a 
right angle. In this case the triceps take 
bat little part in tbe blow, which is deliv- 
ered through the combined action of the 
front fibers of the deltoid, the upper fibers 
of tbe peotomlls major, the biceps, tho 
brachialis anticus, tho coraco brachioli* 
and the supinator tongus. The biceps U 
tbo great flexor (or bender) of the faro- 
arm, and is assisted by the braubialiR 
anticus, a broad, fiat muscle lying 
under the biceps and on both sides of it. 
After having flexed tbe forearm, these 
muscles, continuing to act, carry tbe limb 
upward. The supinator longus acts 8rM 
to turn the hand over after it has bean 
turned backward; continuing to act, it 
flexes the forearm. The trapezius muscles 
on the upper part of tbe back and running 
np to the etnll not only help to draw the 
arm back, bat pall tho head back to got it 
out of the way of an advancing blow. 
When a Bparrer throws bis guard up to 
protect tho face or neck, tbe arm mot e- 
ment is performed by various muscles be- 
tween the wrist joint and the middle of tho 
back and by tbe upper chest muscles, while 
at tbe same time muscles of the trunk, 
thighs and legs maintain the stability of 
tho body, which take part in the move-

The fait 
that a week or so ago Senator Foraker 
visited Colonel Conger at Kirksvilie 
would seem to confirm the supposi- 
tion that tbe antagonistic stand 
taken by Colonel Conger is an indica- 
tion of tbe position to be assumed by 
Forafcerites throughout Ohio.

The 
fact is that from the discovery of 
gold in California ap to 1878 there 
was a constant rise of prices over the 
world, aad there was never a period In 
human history when the cheapening 
of the procisaes of production was 
going on so rapidly. There was a 
steady rise in prices all that time. 
Since 1873 there has been a steady 
fall all over the world, and the pro- 


is is going on now. This present 


year Is no exception to the rule. In 
1894 prices of goods fell on an average 
all over the world 10 per cent. In 
1895 they fell 5 per cent. more. 
Tour idea that prices will fall as the 
facilities of production are increased 
is aot sound, for the world's experi- 
ence for the twenty yean before 1873 
proves the contrary. The fall In 
prices will continue as long ae silver 
is demonetized, and nothing but the 
remouetizitlon of silver will restore 
prosperity. See bow It is. in Mexico, 
what a boom of prosperity they are 
having there with their silver money. 
Capital is flowing in from every side, 
Guernsey knows what the truth is. 
He shows how really prosperous they 
are there. Silver coinage will con- 
tinue to be the chief political Issue 
until it is settled right. Ot course, 
the party will make It the chief issue 
this year, and It will be so In the 
congressional campaign of 1898. Ex- 
Governor Boies, at Iowa, does not 
know where he stands on the ques- 
tion. He has been looking around 
ever since last spring for some safe 
position to straddle on, and he has it 
in his idea like Secretary Wlndom's. 
But that Is utterly impracticable. 
Nothing will ever come of trying to 
Issue notes for silver equal to the 
bullion value of the silver when de- 
posited at the mint. That merely 
makes the government a depository 
of bullion. It does not help in the 
problem at all. We have other Issues 
as well as silver, and I do not want 
them to be obscured, but silver will 
be the chief issue until there ia re- 
monetication ot 16 to l." 


GOVERNMENT BY COURTS. 


V*d»nl Jodlelmry Urarplng the 
•onnlgn Power. 


In commenting upon the injaoctions 


issued against the striking coal miners, 
the New York Eveniug Post, vhich is 
perhaps tbe strongest American cham- 
pion of corporations, observed that 
where these orders were aimed at un- 
lawful trespass they might be legal, yet 
there was no reason why the ordinary 
police could not prevent such wrongs 
as were alleged to be contemplated, says 
tbe Kansas City Times. 


That latter phrase expresses the situa- 


tion exactly. Our political system, from 
the earliest common law down to the 
latest statute, provides fur the enact- 
ment of laws by one body, their inter- 
pretation by another and their enforce- 
ment by a third. 


We have always before this decade 


considered it the function of the legis- 
lative branch to. make laws and the 
province of the police to prevent their 
infringement. The courts were to right 
wrongs and pnnisb wrongdoers. It has 
never been demonstrated that the jn- 
diqiary has the duty of making laws or 
of taking police measure* to prevent its 
arbitrary injunctions from being ig- 
nored. 


When the acts against which tbe fed- 


eral jndiciary issues injunctions would 
be illegal, there is no reason why the 
police should not be left to keep the 
peace as usual. Especially unwarranted 
is the assumption by a federal judgo 
that men acting with such splendid 
orderliness as has characterized tbe coal 
strike are about to break laws. To ar- 
rogantly prohibit law abiding men from 
law breaking ia an insult. To put them 
on the defensive, to consider them as 
criminals when they have shown plain- 
ly they are loyal citizens is au outrage 
against justice. 


When, to cap the climax, a federal 


judge, &t the behest of H rich, anarchis- 
tic corporation, issues an injunction de- 
priving law abiding men of the rights 
of liberty and free speech, he ia guilty 
of a despotic usurpation of power. And 
to complete his arrogation of absolute 
sovereignty it is only necessary that he 
imprison without trial those who dare 
to assert their rights as men in defiance 
of his imperial mandates.

now for tbe first time iu the role of a 
usurper

Some of the effect* of the new duty 


on aides are already manifest Though 
the prices of hides and leather have 
risen there hag been no resultant in- 
crease in the price of cattle. The pack- 
en give no more for cattle on account 
of tbe advance in hides. They uimply 
pocket tbe booty tbexnaelvea. 


The tribute of millions must be paid 


by somebody. The packers, ot course. 
make the tanners pay it in the first in 
stance. The tanners put up the price of 
leather and ao pass it on to the manu- 
facturers of shoes, harness and leather 
articles generally. The manufacturers 
in turn raise their prices and compel 
the people to pay the tribnt* Thus the 
people are forced to pay a heavy tribute 
on necessaries of life. The bounty goes 
to tbe great packing bonsea. 


The farmers are burdened, therefore. 


with another series of exorbitant prices. 
They gain nothing from the duty on 
hides. It is simply another device by 
which the Republicans, while pretend- 
ing U» benefit thft agricultural workers. 
saddle t'uera with new burdens for the 
further enrichment of great monopolies 
that have contributed heavily to Repub- 
lican corruption funds. 


High prices for grain, dne to the fail- 


ure of crops abroad, should not blind 
tbe farmers to tbe fact that they are 
paying tribute to tariff trusts and get- 
ting nothing in return. Nor should 
it be forgotten that present prices of 
•wheat are temporary. They cannot con- 
tinue when Russia, India, Australia, 
Argentina and Egypt resume their heavy 
harvesting. Then such taxes as those on 
hides, clothing and implements will 
again make existence bitter for the 
farmers. There is no permanent relief 
except in an equitable readjustment of 
tariff duties.— Kansas City Times.

thentic at the time they were p«M ,:>id. 
The wealth of Mr. Astor consists of real 
estate in New York city; Gould's was in 
itocks and bonds,; Rockefeller's is partly 
in Standard Oil stocks and partly in rail- 
road securities; the Vanderbilts' is in rail- 
road stocks and bonds; Mr. Flagler's is in 
Standard Oil stocks and government 
bonds; Mr. Blair's is in government and 
municipal securities; Mr. Sage's is in 
stocks and bonds or loans, and Mr. Hnnt- 
ingtoo'3 is in railroad securities.

The dead heroes 
were carried off in triumphal procession 
to St John of Lateran, followed by tbe 
whole crowd of spectators..—Atlantic 
Monthly.

Almost undoubtedly coyotes, 
which are a small breed of wolves, have 
increased iu California during the last 
three years since tbe bounty on them 
was withdrawn, so that there are now 
as maay of them in that state as ever. 
California. Montana and Texas offered 
$5 apiece for coyote scalps for some 
time, tbe outlay aggregating hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, bnt the results 
were unimportant 
Iowa and Minne- 


sota, are tbe ouly western states which 
now pay more than $3 per wolf scalp, 
and in Iowa tbe rate for young wolves 
is $3. 


Meanwhile in some parts of the couu- 


try wolves and coyotes are very destruc- 
tive. In New Mexico they kill from 
$150,000 to $800,000 worth of sheep 
annually, and in Nebraska the damage 
done to sheep is reckoned at 1100,000 
a year. One difficulty in the wolf prob- 
lem lies in the fact that it is impossible 
to secure tbe co-operation of all tbe 
states.

The remarkable assertion has recent- 


ly been made that photography can now 
register measurements of intervals as 
much shorter than a flash of lightning 
:;a a second is to a yew; in other words, 
that happenings in tho one-tenth of a 
millionth of a second can be recorded 
on a photographic plate. A blow with 
a hammer was not so long ago looked 
upon as practically instantaneous, bnt 
its impact is now divided into periods 
corresponding to weeks, months and 
years. All this is done by projecting a 
ray of light through a hole in a prong 
of a tuning fork and allowing the ray 
to act on a sensitive- film wrapped 
around a cylinder which is rotated at a 
speed of 6,000 to 10,000 revolutions per 
minute, as the case may require. This 
hes the effect of drawing out each vibra- 
tion of the fork into a long, sinnons 
baud, which may readily be subdivided, 
giving still smaller intervals of time. 
Tho velocity of a bullet in flight is de- 
termined by causing it to break an elec- 
tric circuit at intervals of a few feet. 
This produces a spark, the light of 
which photographs tho exact position 
of tho bnilet on u moving cylinder, 
which indicates its relation in distance, 
to the vibrations of a tuning fork. By 
developing tho film and counting the 
number of vibrations that occurred dur- 
ing the passage of the bnilet between 
two consecutive wires at a known dis- 
tance apart tho exact interval of time 
occupied in transit is known. The in- 
strument by which this is done, though 
devised primarily for determining the 
velocity of projectile^, is now being 
adapted to the accurate measurement of

cents when California was offering 
for scalps. Consequently thousands o 
scalps were shipped from Nevada t 
California, aud large numbers of tbrm 
were actually imported from Mexico, so 
that California found herself getting i 
poorer at a distressing rate, and tha j 
bounty law was repealed. Owiug to ig- j 
uorance of natural history on tbe part ' 
of local authorities, beads of domestic 
fowl?, partridges, pheasants, cuckoos, j 
butcher birds, etc., were accepted ana 
paid for as those of Imwks anu owl i 
under the "scalp act" iu Pennsylvania. 
The skins of dogs aud other domestic 
animals are frequently turned in for 
those of wolves acd coyotes. In the case 
of small animals the heads are some- 
times accepted in one con|>ty and the 
tails in another county, so that the, pre- 
miums are collected twice. Ouf. county 
in North Dakota, waging war on ground 
squirrels, first required the head, thf n 
the tail and a year or two later all four 
feet. 


One interesting effect of the bounty 


system is to encourage the breeding of 
the animals outlawed. It is said that ic 
India many natives sre regularly en- 
gaged iu the business cf propagatisg 
snakes for the sake cf the, premiums 
offered by the government for venomous 
serpent*. There is no doubt that the 
same thing has been done in this coun- 
try with various animals for which 
bounties were granted. For example, 
the eggs of hawks and owls have been 
taken from the nests and hatched under 
hens. In Iowa a few years ago it was 
said to be more profitable to rear coyotes 
for the bounty than to raise sheep, and 
Kentucky and New Mexico have recog- 
nized the possibility of breeding wolves 
by requiring affidavits showing that the 
animals bad not been raised for the 
sake of reward. British Columbia, by 
tbe way, pays bounties for wolves, 
coyotes aud panthers, but requires that 
tbe skulls shall be presented to the 
curator of tbe provincial anseuru for 
scientific identification. 


Tbe pocket gopher is one of tbe worst 


enemies man has to encounter iu the 
animal kingdom. It does all its work 
underground, tbe liiies of its tunnels 
being marked by dead and dying plants. 
Its burrow runs a foot or less below the 
surface and is dug for the purpose o" 
gettiug at tho roots on which it feons. 
One ma? travel for weeks in a region 
infested by gophers and yet not see one 
of them; they labor and destroy uuob 
served. 
Buffaloes in their part abuii- 


tlaucc were not one-tenth so numerous. 
Gophers do not, disappear before, man, 
but remain in tho cultivated fields, 
making hovonamong the*crops ai;;l kill- 
ing tho orchards. The little beast is 
very brave, not hesitating to attack a 
man 011 slight provocation. When youug, 
it looks strikingly like a baby, being 
hairless and pink, with a round 
and fat hands. It runs backward as rap-
